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THURSDAY, 
The Relief Cut 


The point to be remembered about the 
eight per cent cut in the provincial grant 
for relief is that this reduction, if made 
effective, will increase the burden for all 
cities in Alberta, and increase it for no 
fault of their own. They are the innocent 
victims of a tangled situation between the 
federal and provincial authorities. 

Because the Dominion has cancelled its 
monthly grant of $80,000 to the drouth 
areas in Alberta, the province is taking 
similar action and in order to bear the 
added burden thus imposed on it, is reduc- 
ing its aid to cities from 68 to 60 per cent 
of total relief costs, as from August 1. The 
several city councils now have to deal with 
the government offer. The cut would pare 
down the Edmonton grant from $53,000 
to about $47,000 a month. 

The mayors who heard this verdict 
Tuesday at their conference with the Al- 
berta government probably found it hard 
to accept. They protested against the Do- 
minion reduction. Mayor Davison of Cal- 
gary pointed out that the federal grant for 
direct relief in the province still stands un- 
changed; it is only Ottawa's help to the 
drouth areas that has been put on a new 
basis. But if the municipalities are already 
bearing burdens beyond their powers— 
and all will admit that—it seems unjust to 
pile up still more problems for harassed 
city councils to solve 

The whole question shows the muddle 
into which relief administration has fallen. 
For years the task of caring for the un- 
employed has been before governments. 
Every party has accepted this responsibil- 
ity as one which transcends all others in 
importance. Yet, even at this late hour, a 
policy of muddle and meddle is made to do 
service for a clean-cut and efficient pro- 


gram. 
Reforms in the method of payin 
relief are urgently needed and are long 
overdue. 
Looking Ahead
